Only at first, as it is a new 
kind of money, be a little careful 
about counterfeits. 
This adv ice is 
for business men especially. 


NOBODY REALLY knows any­ 
thing about money. It is a mystery 
like electricity. Men use it, deal in 
It. and do not understand it.

who originally found it 
was no worse off than he had - 
been. 
And that counterfeit $ 10 bill 
had paid $ 50 in other bills, per­ 
fectly satisfactorily. The bills 
were all settled satisfactorily 
and the $ 10 bill was back in 
the 
bank and destroyed as 
a counterfeit.’’

Before going into exe­ 
cutiv e session with the committee, 
Gov ernor White said the main ob­ 
jectiv e of the body would be to 
"formulate ways and means,” to 
protect the interests of bank de­ 
positors.

Charles F. Kettering, of Dayton, 
v ice-president of General Motors; 
Harold H. Burton, former law di 
rector of Clev eland; Edward Green, 
Clev eland banker; O. I). Donnell, 
of Findlay, president of the Ohio 
Oil Co.; Joseph Hostettler, Clev e­ 
land attorney and law partner of 
Newton D. Baker; George C. Brain- 
erd, Youngstown steel manufactur­ 
er: 
W C, Hoagland, 
Columbus 
quarry operator, and Powell Cros- 
ley, Jr., of Cincinnati, president of 
the Crosley Radio corporation. 
Tiiis committee, together with 
State Commerce Director Theodore 
H. Tangeman and State Superin­ 
tendent of Banks Ira J. Fulton, will 
be called upon at frequent Inter­ 
v als to adv ise with the gov ernor on 
all phases of the banking situation.

WASHINGTON, March 7—The treasury today au­ 
thorized a guarded reopening of the nation’s banks and 
the issuance after Friday of clearing house 
c e r tific ate s , 
or scrip, to be used in place of money. 
Reopening of the banks will permit the flow of cur­ 
rency for meeting essential needs of business and citi­ 
zens. 
The scrip would be based on sound assets of clear­ 
ing house or similar associations and would be nro-rated 
among creditors or depositors. 
A condition of the regu­ 
lation made it rev ocable, if found inconsistent with a 
broader plan now being considered, but so far undis­ 
closed. 
The bank reopening was made effectiv e immediate­ 
ly and banks in many states hastened to take adv antage 
o f it. 
At the treasury, the White House and on Capitol Hill 
conferences participated in by President Roosev elt, Sec­ 
retary Woodm and numerous congressional and financial 
leaders went forward in the effort to bring an orderly 
passage out of the muddled economic situation. 
In some quarters, another banking regulation was 
expected which would permit depositors to withdraw 
one-third of their deposits.

Depositors Probably Will be Permitted to 
W ithdraw One Third of Funds, it is Inti­ 
mated, as Secretary of T reasury Releases 
Currency for Food, Medicine, Relief and 
Wages.

WASHINGTON, March 7—The treasury today au­ 
thorized a guarded reopening of the nations banks and 
the issuance after Friday of clearing house certificates, 
or scrip, to be used in place of money. 
Reopening of the banks wit! permit the flow of cur­ 
rency for meeting essential needs of business and citi­ 
zens. 
The scrip would be baned on sound assets of clear­ 
ing house or similar associations and would be uro-ratcd 
among creditors or depositors. A condition of the regu­ 
lation made it revocable, if found inconsistent with a 
broader plan now being considered, but so far undis­ 
closed. 
The bauk reopening was made effective immediate­ 
ly and banks in many states hastened to take advantage 
of it. 
At the treasury, the White House and on Capitol Hilt 
conferences participated in by President Roosevelt, Sec­ 
retary’ Woodin and numerous congressional and financial 
leaders went forward in the effort to bring an orderly 
passage out of the muddled economic situation. 
Iii some Quarters, another banking regulation was 
expected which would permit depositors to withdraw 
one-third of their deposits.

Using as a basis the three prohibition polls it has 
taken, the Digest dares to forecast that 40 of the 
48 ataten will vote to repeal the 18 th am endm ent 
There has been no more direct repudiation of pro­ 
hibitionist claims than this. It Joins the issue square­ 
ly between a school of thought fighting a losing 
battle and an Institution which has established a 
rem arkable reputation for accuracy in predicting na­ 
tional action on popular questions. 
Kansas and South Carolina are the two admittedly 
dry states. 
In the 1932 prohibition poll conducted 
by the Literary Digest they were in the prohibition 
columns by » cant percentages—less than one point 
over 50 per cent In both cases. 
It amounts to 
say ing that there are two possible dry states out of 
48 potentially wet ones. 
The magazine points out in its current issue that 
13 states must be retained by prohibitionists to block 
repeal of the 18 th amendment. Fourteen states which 
were wet in tho 1932 poll have been selected as a 
nucleus from which the necessary 13 are to 
obtained. Wet percentages In these states vary from 
54.8 per cent to 74.9 per cent. 
The full list of states is: 
Oklahoma, Iowa, Geor­ 
gia, Utah, Nebraska, Kentucky , Tennessee, North Da­ 
kota, South Dakota, New Hampshire, South Carolina, 
Alabama Mississippi and Florida. 
They are named 
in the ascending order of their wet percentages. 
The Digest further points out that its first prohi 
bition poll, taken 11 y ears ago, reflected a predoml 
nautly wet sentiment. 
Two subsequent polls, as 
every one recalls, showed increases In that sentiment.

Trachoma is a chronic inflam 
mation of the ey elid, 
it is a high­ 
ly 
contagious 
disease.

enter this country if they have i t 
Recently I dined with a health 
authority who had just returned 
from phina. 
He told me that tra­ 
choma has been very prevalent in 
China and is of great concern to 
the officials. 
Th© disease is com­ 
mon In Japan, Egy pt and RusMa 
In America, it is frequently en­ 
countered among the American In­ 
dians aud certain natives of the 
southern and midwestern states. 
Trachoma Is only found in homes 
where hygiene, sanitation, freeh 
air, sunlight, proper food aud per 
sonal cleanliness are neglected. In 
former times it was common in 
orphan asylums, poorhouses and 
other custodia' institutions, 
l am 
glad to say ;hat local, ctate and 
federal health inspection has re­ 
duced the prevalence ot this high­ 
ly contagious disease. 
Two often trachoma is confused 
with

inflammation. 
Home remedies are tried without 
success and in the meantime the 
disease is quickly passed from one 
individual to another,

The youth, who went to the slate legislature after 
he lost the farm Job, and then thanked his old bos* 
for firing him, died in Miami, Fla., Monday, from

showed a stout heart and determined courage in his 
losing fight against complications which developed 
after he had been struck down by an assassin.

Using ss a basis tho three prohibition polls it bas 
taken, the Digest dares to forecast that 49 of the 
48 states will vote to repeal the 18th amendment 
There has been no more direct repudiation of pro­ 
hibitionist claims than this. It Joins the issue sQuare- 
ly between a school of thought fighting a losing 
battle and an institution which bas established a 
remarkable reputation for tccuracy in predicting na­ 
tional action on popular questions. 
Kansas and South Carolina are the two admittedly 
dry states. 
In the 1932 prohibition poll conducted 
by the Literary Digest they were in the prohibition 
columns by scant percentages—less than one point 
>ver 50 per cent In both cases. 
It amounts to 
saying that there are two possible dry states out of 
48 potentially wet ones. 
Tbe magazine points out in its current issue that 
13 states must be retained by prohibitionists tu block 
repeal of the 18th amendment. Fourteen states which 
were wet in the 1932 poll have been selected as a 
nucleus from which the necessary 13 are to be 
obtained. Wet percentages In these states vary from 
64.8 per cent to 74.9 per cent.
